That under the present charter the 
Hampden railroad must complete its 
branch or loge its charter next year was 
the opinion of President Mumford. This 
would be, he said, a disaster to inno- 


cent investors. The public service com- 
mission had reported that the Hamp- 
den railroad was without funds to com- 
plete the branch of its own accord. 

The present bill which had been put 
forth by the Boston & Maine would per- 
mit the Hampden road to leave without 
jinishing its proposed branch and allow 
the Boston & Maine to make ap operat- 
ing agreement with it. 


Grand Trunk Check 


‘That the Hampden road was originally 
built as a strategic move to keep the 
(;rand Trunk out of the traffic centers 
of Palmer, Holyoke and Chicopee Falls 
was stated by Mr. Rich. He declared 
this was a perfectly legitimate move to 
head off a rival. At the present time le 
seid there are even stronger reasons why 
the Boston & Maine should be in a posi- 
tion to use this road. 

Its severance from the New Haven 
had given it a new competitor to deal 
with while the expectation that the 
Fitchburg road might be operated sep- 


arately would cut off the Boston & | 


Maine from its western road unless it 
could use the Hampden line.

President Stockton stated that in 191] 
the Old Colony Trust Company and other 
banks had loaned the Hampden Invest- 
ment Company $1,400,000 upon the ad- 
vice of officials of the Boston & Maine, 
including President Mellen of the New 
Haven. This loan he stated was secured 
ly the stock of the Hampden Railroad 
(ompany. The banks had been assured 
that the construction of the road would 
be in accordance with the requirements 
of the Boston & Maine, and under the 
supervision of its officials and engineers. 

These banking houses, he said, still 
held the stock of this railroad company 
and were eager to see the road put into 
operation in order that they might 
secure some return on the investment. 
He further stated that as an independent 
road, the Hampden railroad could hardly 
he considered of any value but only as 
an adjunct of the Boston & Maine. For

“SOLDIERS OF FORTUNE”

Rob- 
ert Clay, one of those handsome, fearless 
chaps so common in fiction, is the cen- 
tral figure, and completely was he visual- 
ized by Mr. Carleton. As complete, too, 
Was the success of Miss Olsson as the 
pretty, fearless, sentimental heroine. 
They made an ideal pair for this type of 
play, which is a sort of stage version of 
Howard Chandler Ohristy’s drawings. 

Robert Clay is an American soldier of 
fortune, with many adventures behind 
him, At the time of this story he is 
mine superintendent in a troublous South 
American province. He becomes an 
autocrat in the course of a local revo- 
lution and has many exciting adven- 
tures, taking each with the sang-froid 
that fiction writers find to be one of 
their best stocks in trade. And this 
in spite of Shaw’s “Arms and the Man” 
and the assurances of many a soldier 
that they didn’t enjoy war a bit. Ro- 
mance has an advantage over reality 
in that it doesn’t have to seem real life, 
only real entertainment. Mr, Meek 
helped much to atiffen the play with 
his sincere impersonation of Captain 
Stuart, hopelessly in love with the 
un-Spanish Mme. Alvarez, Mr. Roberts 
was funny as McWilliams and Miss Fay- 
stone was appropriately cool as Alice. 
Next week, “The Charity Ball.”

MME. BERIZA AS LOUISE 

Presenting Charpentier’s “Louise” for 
the fourth time this season and intro- 
ducing a new impersonator of the hero- 
ine, the Boston Opera Company won the 
hearty approval of its audience Monday 
night. The winter's practise in this 
piece and in the other works of the re- 


pertory made it possible for the many 
artists in the cast to attain a vivid and 


+well balanced grouping of the characters 


and to make an operatic study which 
was strongly in accord with the musical 
and theatrical predilections of Ameri- 
cans. The performance was at the same 
time a picture of French manners and 
an interpretation of the life of the people 
before whom it was given. Mr. Caplet 
directed the music in a way that proved 
lhe had deeply meditated on the score 
and had developed a fresh interest in the 
message of the composer since the last 
representation. 

Every scene was so unified that it 
seemed drawn by one hand. The effects 
did not seem to be, as they often do on 
the stage, the sum of individual declar- 
ations of opinion and feeling. Such a 
result is not reached every night in the 
Boston opera house, though it is precisely 
the thing that the managers proclaimed 
as their purpose when they opened the 
first season ‘in 1909. They have fallen 
farthest short of reaching it heretofore 
probably in “Louise,” a difficult produc- 
tion for its intricacy of character rela- 
tionships and for its startling shifts of 
viewpoint. 

The most triumphant moments of the 
performance were the opening scene ot 
the workman’s house, one of the most 
human pictures ever thought out for the 
lyric stage, and the sewing-room scene, 
a unique grouping of opera women. With 
strong and easy command the four prin- 
cipals, Mmes. Beriza and Gay and Messrs. 
Laffitte and Marcoux achieved Charpen- 
tier’s desire in act one, and particularly 
the soprano, contralto and baritone did 
so in the supper scene, the one that puts 
its author at the very head of the 
makers of twentieth century music- 
drama. 

Though praise should primarily go to 
the company as a whole, it must be 
bestowed on individuals here and there 
who have not been in the piece before 
this season. Mme. Beriza studied the 
title character more frankly as a work- 
ing girl, according to the stage directions 
of the libretto, then any other artist 
who has ever taken it on the Boston 
opera stage. Her interpretation was the 
strongest in most points that any so- 
prano has given to the role in Boston 
since Miss Garden appeared in the work. 
Mme. Gay as the mother outdid al! 
former interpreters of the part, even her- 
self. Mr. Laffitte was a brilliant French 
impersonator of. Julien. Mr. Marcoux 
kept firm hold on the high honors he 
has formerly won as the father. The 
list of sewing girls includes names of 
singers who are likely to emerge sume 
day as important artists. They were 
Mmes. Sharlow, Choiseul, Leveroni, Gau- 
thier, Rieger, Deck, Heliane, Phillips and 
Heyman. The pageant of Montmartre 
was effectively carried out. Mr. Jerville 
gracefully took his part as leader of the 
revel, The men in the minor parts in 
the morning stree* scene gave things the 
desired Bohemian illusion. Whether Ita- 
lian, French, Belgian or American, they 
did justice to Charpentier and credit to 
the institution with which they have put 


in a winter of artistic labor.

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RATIONAL GOLF

to play. Those who have been over will 
know it possibly, but others may not. 
The atmosphere over there is not the 
clear air we are accustomed Lo, and even 
on a siunnyv dav there is a certain denai- 
ty in it. which is not to the 
The result that not drive 
as far, though when there a chance 
for the ball to run, the springy seaside 
turf is a great help. But when it comes 
‘to approaching, vou must remember one 
thing. The denser atmosphere makes 
distance seem greater and you will per- 
haps find yourself at first taking a half 
iron where a half mashie was al! that 
was needed. However, this is a good 
fault, aa it is generally better to be too 
strong than too short, as long as you 
do not swing to the other extreme of 
being over cautious, and afraid to hit 
firmiv enough. 

Now for the article about driving 
with an iron eluh. are many 
clubs who rightly prohibit the drive be- 
ing made with a cleek or driving iron 
from the tee, but now that Jerome D. 
Travers has won the amateur champion- 
ship of America, and initiated this bad 
example, we deubtiess find many 
“players” advisediy, for surely man 
would acclaim himself a golfer who was 
so insufficiently skilled in the gentle art 
of -golf as to be unable to use his driver 
from the tee for any hole measuring any- 
thing over 200 vards, 

Naturally for the short holes an iron 
or mashie would necessity, amd a 
man would only be considered a beginner 
who was obliged to take his wooden club 
for these holes, The reason why green 
committees prohibit the use of a cleek or 
driving iron from the tee is primarily in 
the interests of true golf, and to teach 
beginners to use the club which was de- 
signed for this stroke, and, secondly. be- 
cause it was found that if players were 
regularly to adopt this method there 
would scarcely be a shred of turf left for 
the stance of a true golfer. 

A player who goes out with hia bag 
full only of iron clubs is generally re. 
garded as undesirable the fairway. 
and one has only to follow him for a few 
holes to find that he has not only taken 
enormous divots — which he regularly neg- 
lects to replace-- but has “scehlaffed” thin 
slices of turf from the ground, which re- 
main as brown patches to the unfortu- 
nate golfer who follows him. If he has 
made a good shot he hurriedly picks up 
his bag and moves on, not even putting 
hix foot on the bare spot and pressing it 
down, to give the roots a chance of Te- 
covery. In fact, that other American 
habit of taking a preliminary swing, 
catching on, and the duffer takes a piece

As a matter of fact so innate is that 
feeling that even if a golfer “pulls” or 
“slices” drive after drive, his pride for- 
bids him to acknowledge himself so weak 
as to resort to his cleek for the purpose 
of getting a straight ball. As a sports- 
man it is quite enough for him that it 
“not the game.” I feel certain that 
this is the feeling of all true followers 
of golf, and I trust it will continue, and 
that we shall have few, if any, imi- 
tators of Mr. Travers. 

Assuming therefore that it “not 
golf,” I must confess it has great ad- 
vantages, especially for those who car- 
ry their own clubs. Using a cleqk from 
the tee, and in place of a brassie through 
the green, the only other clubs neces- 
Sary are an iron and a heavy mashie, 
and your outfit is complete, and I will 
guarantee there are 90 men out of 100 
who would the course in quite as 
yoo! seores with these three clubs as 
they would with a full set. 

They can putt just as well, sometimes 
better, with a cleek than with a putter, 
and with a well lofted heavy mashie, a 
niblick is only an additional weight 
Why then, do we find men with gener- 
ally a full complement of clubs? Why. 
simply for the reason I hdve stated 
above, they would not consider it “golf” 

it would be a game certainly, a game 
of knocking a ball along until they got 
it into a hole, but as for technique or 
grace, or art, or any of the numerous 
niceties of judgment or skill which dis- 
tinguish golf vou might just as well 
knock the ivories about on a billiard 
table with an umbrella and call 
“billiards.”

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SomME wonderful changes in trade currents 
are likely to result from the opening of the 


Questioning Panama canal. The imminence of these great 
Preparedness commercial readjustments gives tor every 
seaport in the world, and to every railroad 
for _ center in the two Americas if nowhere else, 
subjects that are crying out for careful con- 
sideration. Indeed, questions involved here 
| demand such immediate answers that the 
next two years should show with what intel- 
ligence those responsible agents, either in government or 1n commer- 
cial organizations, have approached their several problems. One 
night feel justified, in view of the widespread discussion of the canal 
opening that has taken place in the newspapers and periodicals, in 
assuming that practically every United States port, large or small, 
irom Maine to Florida, along the gulf, and from Mexico to British 
Columbia, had been improving its facilities in adequate preparation 
for an expected increase in coastwise and ocean traffic. Yet we 
feel that there has been more talk than action in most of these places. 
Opportunities have been pointed out, plans have been advanced, 
numerous attempts have been made to stir up organized effort, and in 
some places there has been commendable achievement in developing 
dock and channel facilities, railroad approaches, and opportunities 
for additional steamship setvice. But has there been, in any large 
number of these expectant communities, any close study of the prob- 
able effect of the canal opening on the local traffic or manufacturing 
situation? Has there been any wide-ranging consideration of the 
given community s new opportunities that may be predicated on 
the coming readjustments? So far as we can judge, these questions 
must be answered in the negative. As we sense it, there has been 
an arousal of commercial expectancy, with here and there a little 
port improvement; but beyond, only the attitude of “Wait and see,’ 
with almost no attempt to discover where particular communities 
notable for particular kinds of manufacture or products are likely 
to fit in the new scheme of things that is now anticipated. 

Still, in that new scheme, every community might be conceived 
of as a potential contributor of great values. Its opportunity to be 
of real service to all mankind, at least commercially, bids fair to 
be marvelously increased by that new water route across the isthmus. 
Yet only such open-minded study of present and prospective condi- 
tions as may appreciate and take advantage of wholly new factors 
can enable any community to work up to its highest state of pre- 
paredness. For the coming change, we believe, needs to be consid 
cred as epochal if its possibilities are to be realized. There is no 
guaranty that any community can realize its best in the new situa- 
tion 1f it trusts merely to the views and methods of the past. 

Not only should cities and countries, separated by the width of 
seas and oceans, be interested deeply and vitally in obtaining new 
trade, in building up new traffic as a result of the opening of the 
interoceanic waterway, but they should be deeply and vitally con- 
cerned in safeguarding what they have now. Unless we proceed 
on the unreasonable presumption that the opening of the Panama 
canal will augment the volume of world commerce immediately and 
immensely, it is plain that if there shall be sudden and great gains 
in some quarters there must be sudden and great losses in others. 


| the Canal 
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This is not an alarmist but a prudential view. In the process 
of readjustment there must inevitably be the disturbance to which 
we have already alluded, but in the great majority of cases it need 
not be more than temporary. For while the Panama canal will in 
all probability upset existing conditions, it will open the way for 
ihe speedy rebalancing of the scales. Compensation is likely to fol- 
low sharply on the heels of every loss. Certain ports may lose cer- 
lain portions of their present traffic that other ports may become 
busier, but only for such time as it shall take the losers to realize 
that what they have been deprived of in one particular may be 
gained in another. All history confirms this view. Modern discov- 
ery has deprived millions of their chosen vocations. There were 
individuals and groups of individuals who counted the introduction 
of steam, gas‘and electricity as a hardship. The steamship all but 
iestroved the business of the sailing vessel. The opening of overland 
rail transportation to the Pacific changed trade currents to such a 
degree that not only ship routes and stage routes and pony express 
routes, but towns were abandoned. ‘The Suez canal increased traffic 
tremendously along new lines only to reduce it along old. In all 
past instances there has been readjustment. Industry, commerce, 
prosperity, have eventually found their levels and become diffused. 

There is no denying that the opening of the Panama canal in 
anticipation 1s spurring enterprise to new effort. Colonel Goethals’ 
recommendation that stores amounting to 300,000 tons of coal be 
maintained constantly at convenient points simply emphasizes the 
intelligent alertness of those promoters and capitalists who are seek- 
ing necessary authority from the government for the construction 
of a coal railroad from Junction City, Col., to San Diego. Here 
is a single instance in which the opening of the Panama canal 
prompts an enterprise that will involve the expenditure of millions 
on railroad construction, that will open up and populate a territory 
of immense area that has been until now practically untouched, and 
develop coal and other mines of inestimable value. 


Again, however, there is greater need of looking outward than 
inward. ‘There is need of looking to Great Britain and its stupen- 
dous maritime activities, to the swarming docks on the Clyde, to 
‘he great yards at Belfast, to Hamburg and Bremen, to Havre and 
Cherbourg, to Amsterdam and Antwerp, to Cape Town and Mel- 
bourne, to Kio de Janeiro, Buenos Aires and Valparaiso, to Hong- 
kong, Shanghai, Tokio, in order that all may realize the true 
significance and influence of an enterprise which, whilé national in 
execution, 1s worldwide in its effects. If the American nations are 
looking to the gains they may make through the canal from greater 
freedom of commerce with other parts of the world, let it be 
impressed upon the thought that all the rest of the world is engaged 
in a similar survey and calculation. Where the competition may 
lead to or where it may end are things beyond the ken of man, but 
there is an unfailing source of hope and satisfaction in the knowl- 
cdge that the larger the view taken of the premier achievement of 
our times the more easily may it be fitted to the needs of all human- 
ity and the more certainly will the whole world share in its benefits. 


THE particularly interesting interview with 
M. Take Jonescu, the leader of the Demo- 
cratic-Conservative party in Rumania, who 
has recently been visiting London, sums up 
extremely clearly the present position in the 
Balkans. M..Take Jonescu is a statesman 
of large experience and of tried sagacity, and 
it will be interesting to the readers of thts 
paper to find that he confirms and accentuates 
in every way the view of Balkan politics bs 
which has been put forward in our columns from time to time. The 
two recent Balkan wars are, however, in a measure already ancient 
history, and it is rather the views of M. Take Jonescu with respect 
to the future which will claim most attention. 

When a statesman of such capacity declares his belief that peace 
will be maintained in the Balkans for at least another twelve months, 
the average reader will be inclined to think that he, at any rate, can- 
not be accused of protesting too much. He sees clearly enough that 
the storm center of the moment in the Balkans is Sofia and he 
realizes that this is the case because of the disappointments Bulgaria 
had to endure in the closing days of the war. It was bad enough 
to have failed to enforce her claims to a greater Bulgaria in the 
region of the Greek and Servian borders; but to have been com- 
pelled to submit to the evacuation of Adrianople was worse still. 
The policy of the Bulgarian statesmen and the peculations of which 
the country’s officers are accused, may have made almost inevitable 
the humiliation she has been compelled to submit to, but this is no 
compensation to the peasants or the commercial classes. They can- 
not be expected to draw subtle diplomatic distinctions. ‘The result 
is that they look forward to the day when they shall attempt to make 
the Greek and the Servian repent, to say nothing of the Turk. 

The callous cynicism of the great powers which allowed Enver 
Pasha to undertake that sudden march which ended in the recapture 
of Adrianople is the factor which finally turned the scale. For years 
the Bulgarians had looked forward to the capture of that city. 
When the news came over the telegraph wires that it was in the 
hands of General Savoff, the moment of supreme triumph seemed 
to have dawned. Then ¢ame the moment when it was lost; and 
from that moment Adrianople became as much Bulgaria Irredenta 
«as Trieste is Italia Irredenta, or Alsace-Lorraine the lost provinces. 
History shows us the tenacity of national purpose under such strain. 
It is the Italian seaboard on the Adriatic which still prevents real 
harmony between Rome and Vienna. It is the German eagles in 
Alsace-Lorraine which have kept two nations arming against one 
another for approaching half a century. M. Take Jonescu does 
not think that it will take half a century before Bulgaria tries con- 
clusions with her enemies again, but he does think that it may be 
at ledst a year.

Ohio has acquired 
recently for institutional purposes a farm of 1500 acres, 700 acres 
of which is a forest, 200 acres being densely wooded. The growing 
timber is estimated to be worth from $30,000 to $50,000. The state 
proposes to preserve this forest in perpetuity by cutting timber every 
three or five years and replanting young trees at each harvest. Thus 
it will be assured of a continuous income from an_ unimpaired 
capital. 

As an object lesson this will have incalculable educational value. 
In the first place it should teach those in Ohio who already possess 
forest land how it may be cultivated and harvested as profitably 
as land given over to annual growths. In the second place it will 
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emphasize the wisdom of early tree planting as an investment upon 
which to draw late dividends. It should also bring into utilization 
the aggregate millions of acres of waste farm land, to be found in 
Ohio as in every other state. To the attainment of these ends, the 
principal essential is that the state demonstration shall be’ complete. 
The United Stat’; government is harvesting timber in: the great 
forest reservations, it is true: but the United States government goes 
into matters of this kind in so big a way as to deter rather than 
to encourage individual efforts. If the Ohio experiment shall suc- 
ceed, and there is no good reason why it should not, the path of 
cmulation will be open to the tree planter on a small scale as well as 
to those who may enter upon forestry. extensively. In any event, 
the gain of highest consequence to the state and to the nation, as a 
tesult of the success of the work as a whole, will apparently lie largely 
in the rebirth and regrowth of one of the grandest customs of the 
fathers, that of planting in return for having reaped. 
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THE publisher who is hunting for a poet with 

a popular message that sings its way into a 
large sale, and the poet who admits that he, | 
makes his poetry provide him with a com- 
fortable living, have arrived: and with them 
has come an era, says the publisher, that is 
keener in its desire for the fine craftsmanship 
of the poet than it is for the output of the 
best writers of fiction. If proof for this claim 
be hinted at, the reply is, “witness the num- 
ber of copies of the works of Tagore, Masefield, Noyes and equally 
modern versemakers that get marketed,’ and in cities, too, where 
local critics of literature are wont to minimize cultural ambitions 
and achievements. Thus, for instance, a California city is said to 
have bought not less than 500 copies of Tagore’s “The Gardener,” 
and the United States is credited by the publisher of the same book 
with having absorbed tens of thousands of the volumes penned by 
this Bengali winner of the Nobel prize. 

A sincere admirer of the poetic art can hardly tail to find sat- 
isfaction in any facts of this kind that indicate revaluing by con- 
temporary society of a form of literature that, during the past thirty 
years, has undergone an eclipse owing to the blighting effect upon 
nan s imaginative powers of over-emphasis on the methods and 
achievements of biologists, chemists, physicists and similar workers 
in the realm of natural science. With the recent challenges to the 
assumptions of materialism,’ with the revolutionary discoveries of 
physicists as to the structure of things, and with the proofs that 
inan has been getting as to the practical consequences of dependence 
upon the visible, there also has come something like the old respect 
for seers and singers. The mere story-teller type of fiction writer 
is losing his market. He finds it difficult, on the one hand, to com- 
pete with the more pictorial and realistic motion-picture producer; 
and, on the other, he cannot rival the chronicler of past heroisms if, 
like either Masefield or Noyes, such a one makes his own that finest 
of narrative styles, the versified chronicle. For this style combines 
acute observation of life with melodious comment in terms of moral 
idealism.

The counsel offered ri i bes 2 
them, they were wise enough to see, was none the less timely and 
valuable because it was not imparted so generously to men voters 
who stood, in many cases, more in need of it than they. So they 
accepted it for all it was worth, and the knowledge thus acquired 
has made the task of their leaders lighter. When those leaders 
told them that they must organize in their respective neighborhoods 
and communities in the interest of applied civics, they understood 
all the more clearly what they were expected to do. 

This will explain why women voters in Illinois have been able 
{0 pass so soon and so generally out of theoretical and into prac- 
tical municipal effort. They have gone into the precincts and the 
wards with ready thought and willing hand, and whatever they 
have found to do they have undertaken to do, whether it happened 
to be the prevention of soda-water fountain abuse, the regulation 
of motion-picture shows, the cleaning of streets or the improve- 
ment of playgrounds and parks. For the last two months, at least, 
women in nearly every Illinois community have been taking lessons 
in municipal problems, and they have had opportunity to learn 
more than they could have gained from books in as many years. 

[f it be held that men voters in anv considerable number have 
never taken such a course of instruction, and never thought tt 
necessary, the women may properly answer that this is one of the 
strongest arguments that can be advanced in behalf of equal sut- 
frage. Men have been willing to receive information concerning 
municipal affairs at second hand or third; they have been willing 
also to deputize others to act for them in the conduct of all the 
details of municipal government; only the excitement attending the 
annual or biennial town or city election has thoroughly aroused their 
interest in local politics, and the result is that municipal govern- 
mental efficiency is lower in the United States than im almost any 
other of the advanced nations. 

Women voters do not promise to accomplish any more for 
‘ood government in Illinois or elsewhere than men mnught have 
accomplished. The one fact that must be recognized at present, 
however, is that women are on their way to do the very necessary 
things that men have neglected to do. 


One of the great screw companies of the Umited States has 
put on an extra force of men as an answer to the report that its 
business was falling off owing to general dull times. In any case, 
this should help to tighten things up. 
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THERE is another incentive to improved highways. When the 
mail, including the parcels, reaches the rural home late for a week 
or two at a stretch, the township gets together and makes travel 


smoother for the rural postman. 


THERE is far more than appears on the surface im the thought 
that, unless something else does it in the meantime, the opening of 
the baseball season is likely to go far toward quieting the Mexican 
situation.
